for the Continuance of the like Favours to my Succeſſors. | 
For this I magnifie God Almighty and Rejoyce in his Goodaeſs, 

who alone does Good, and is the Fountain and great Example of all 


Good. But on the other Hand, it Grieves my very Soul, and

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An Apology for the Orphans = 
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Suffer me, Worthy Governours, 1 beſeech you, ſuffer me to ſpeak, 
what the Truth commands me, and indeed, what by the Bleſſing of 
God,your own Liberality hath enabled me to ſpeak unto you. Think 
not, that like an Undutiful Child, I uſe the Tongue, you have Gi- 
ven me, to gonttadic you, and Teng that Learning, you have 
Tangbht me, to Four Diſpleaſure. do hot think mary of you are 
here concern'd ; but if 2%, I ſhall endeavour to Obviate your Ob- 
jections, and to ſet my Arguments in a true Light. 

A Priſoxer, that ſpeaks in his own Defence, ought not therefore to 
be accounted a' Rebel; and a Child, who deſires his Father to exa- 
mine the Truth, before he correfts him, is not thereby eſteemed 
Undutiful. And, if it is permitted for Theſe to argue with' their 
Magiſtrates and Parents, only to avoid a Bodily Trouble or Puniſhment, 
how much rather ought We to be permitted to ſpeak, or ſince we 
cannot our ſelves, how much rather ought our Advocates to be 
Heard for us; when we are in Danger of being deny'd, the Culti- 
vation of our Minds by Learniig, and that too, without any Fault of 
Ours ? How much rather may we be allow'd the Liberty of — pee 
ing, when our Foſter- Fathers are even ready to Diſinherit us of that 
Patrimony, which belongs to out Soxts; to deprive us of the Food of 
Knowledge, and of the A a of Wiſdom, without which Mankind, 
is more Naked, than the Beaſts themfelves, and tho' entertain'd with 
moſt delicious Viandi, is but filling himſelf with Husks , rather fit 
Company for Swine,- than for Rational Creatures? 

It may be allow'd, That I, who have experienc'd, and taſted 
the ſweet of this more Liberal ſort of Education, ſhould now com- 
mend it on behalf of others; and endeavour by all lawful means 
; poſſible, that my Suceeſſors be not depriv'd of ſo valuable a Privilege. 
Neither, as I ſaid before, Do I this for any Advantage to my ſelf, 
, fave only the Comfort of doing'well ; but out of the Ame Principle 
of Charity , which moved yon and your Worthy Predeceſſors to 
help me and them. lam now indeed out of the Rule of your Care, tho 
fill under the fame Good Providence of God: For in whatſoever 
* Condition, or Diſpenſation | am, or ſhall be, 'tis the Divine Good- 
neſs, that ſtil} ſupports and provides for me. And indeed, while I 
enjoy any thing, which my former Allowance from Chriſt's Hoſpi- 
tal enabled, or occaſion'd, me to obtain, I ſhall acknowledge, That 
Im far ſtil in your Pesſn; but tho I have now acquitted you 

of all further care and coſt, 1 have not yet acquitted my ſelf of the 


Acknowledgment and 'Thanks, which 1 ſhall ever Owe to you, and 
which in part I am now endeavouring to Pay unto you. 


And truly, fince my poor Brethren are as yet unable to expreſs 
their Thanks. 


or to implore* the Continuance and Enlargment of

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your Fæveur, I am the bolder to do the Latter for them, and the 
Former on both our behalfs. For ny ſelf and them, next to God, I 
heartily thank you, for what we have received; and for hm, I beg 
of.you to enlarge your Bowels, and to continue your wonted Good- 
neſs... And ſince God has promiſed, and you alſo your ſelves ex- 


a Reward for what is done unto theſe Little Ones in his Name, 
and for his ſake : I doubt not, but that even I alſo, thro' the Mer- 


cies of my Gracious: God, may hope for a Bleſſing ; tho? I do only 
at this time produce a few Words on their behalf. 

There is no Man, I think, that pretends to have a Soul, who will 
not readily acknowledge the Body of Man to be the leaſt Noble Part 
of the Two, and the Soul to be of far greater Excellence, and that on 
good Reaſon. Becauſe our Body, tho' it has the advantage, even 
ja ſhape above that of other Animals, is notwithſtanding but of the 
ſame Nature, Conte xture, and Qualities with them: But our Soul, tho“ 
vaſtly impair'd by Original and Actual Sin, is Never, even yet a 
faint Reſemblance of the Divine Nature; as m gather'd, not 
only from its /zcorporeity, but from its Powers and Meulties, where- 
by, ia a rightly- inſtructed Perſon, it is able to Conquer, and Baf- 
fle, and Deſpiſe the World, the Heſh and. the Devil; to reſiſt Temp- 
tations, to Laugh at Pain, to Bear and Forbear , to ſtorm Heaven by 


Prayer, and to take it by force; not to particularize, how vaſt its 


Memory, how ftrong its Imagination, how. comprehenſive its Anow- 
ledge, how ſharp its Fore-ſight , how boundleſs its Hi and Deſire, 
how Refim d and Elevated its Joy, how Vigorous and Lofty its Fape, 
how Ardent its Love, how Reſolute its Faith. And certainly, if the 
Soul be the Nobler Part, it follows hence, that it requires the great- 
er care to be beſtow'd on it and that, by conſequence, whatever 
may conduce to the Advantage thereof, ought to be more highly 
regarded, and more.heedfully purſued, than what may reſpect the 


Body only. Hence it is, That ſe and Good Men have ever thought: 
the Profeſſion of true Wi/dom to be the moſt Free and Ingenuou, and” 
all other Trades, or Profeſſions, however uſeful otherwiſe they may 
prove, to be but Slaviſh and Jgnoble in compariſon thereof. The 
greateſt Profit, that ariſes from Merc handixe, is to procure Riches- 


unto our Selves and Country; tho? it is confeſſed, that the uſual De- 
ſign of moſt particular Men, is to make themſelves Rich, and their 


Country only by Accident, and in the ſecond place. The ſame is the 


pretence of. all Trades whatſoever, to get Money, and conſequently 
Food and Apparel and other things belonging to this Life; which, 


when all Men endeavour after fairly, includes the Wealth of the 
Community, as much as reſpects their outward Condition. And 


this, I acknowledge, is a good and laudable Deſign, if in its right 


place,

place; that is, if ſucceeding that more Ingenuous Trade, which is 
to improve the Se, and cultivate Reaſon, and principally regards 
the Life to come; which are Matters of infinite greater Impor- 
ance. | 

But you'll ſay, Poor Children are ſitter to be brought up to Work, 
than to be puffed up with Learning. In anſwer to which, 1 might 
ask theſe few Queſtions, Whether Poor Children are not of the ſame 
Nature with Rich? Have not we all one Father? Hath not one God cre- 
ated ? Did | not He that made the One, make the other? And did not 
One Faſhion them both in the Nombꝰ? Again, Whether God doth not 
uſually give unto Poor Boys as much Wir, Wiſdom, Grace, Diſcreti- 
on, and other Abilities, as He gives to the Children of more Wealthy 
Men? Believe it, The Gifts of the Hoh Ghoſt are not to be purcha- 
ſed with Aoney; And, God is the God of the Poor, as well as of 
the Rich; nay, in a peculiar manner, He delights to call himſelf 
a Father th the Fatherleſs, and a Judge of the Widows, A Friend to the 
Friendleſs, and a Defender of the Poor and Needy. Let us hear what 


the * Apoſtle ſays, Hath not God choſen the Poor of this IWorld, Rich in 


Faith, Heirs of the 'Kingdom, 'which be hath promiſed to them, that love 
Him ? But ye have deſpiſed the Poor. Moreover we ſee, That to whom 
He denies Riches and Hos our and the like, to them he uſually grants 
the Bleſſings of the Mind ; as on the other hand, He gives theſe more 
ſparcingly, where He makes a more plentiful Allowance of the Other. 


And indeed, it is very reaſonable, that it ſhould be fo, that the A.

bundance of theſe may ſupply the Defect of theſe; that Miſdom may 
engage Bounty, and Bounty may encourage Miſdom. And beſide, 
it is Natural, That while IVealth and Plenty do uſually render Men 
Proud, Negligent and Careleſs, Poverty whets and ſharpens Induſtry, 
and gives an Edge to Invention, and compels to-ſtudy hard; becauic 
the Poor are like to have no other Portion, but what they may hope 
from their own Diligence, when others are apt to remit of their own 
care, as truſting to the aſſiſtance of Friends, Wealth and Favour; and 
this is fo notorious an Obſervation,that many Wiſe Men have there- 
forecall'd Poverty the Inventreſs of all Arts and Natural Improvments, 
Panpertas extudit Artes, And Theocriius, . 
A Heri, Aiipurſe, worn Tus Mrs 69 ep.. 
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'Tis Poverty, ) Friend, improves the Arts; 
And Working Thoughts, and Studyed Wit Imparts. 
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theſe. Men, as much as in them lies, Oppoſe themſelves directly to 
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The Cemick Poet Ariſtophanes, in a certain * Drama, brings in * Flutes Fel. 


Poverty, as a Perſon, excellently defending her own Cauſe, and #3: 
ſaying, That tis She, who Plows, Tills and Manures the Land; She 
Builds, Sails, Fights, and in ſhort, is every way far more ſervicea- 
ble and Induſtrious, to the Advantage of the Community, than 
Plutus, or Wealth, who corrupts the Fidelity of Admirals, aud Gene- 
rals, and other Officers, Civil and Military, who creates Trea/on,and 
Rebellion, and brings in Pride, Vanity and Luxury, Debauchery, Diſ- 
eaſes, Murders, Security, Idleneſs, and other Miſchiefs innumerable. 


And here that Grave and Golden-Mouth'd Father muſt not be o- 4 Chr;/ofom : 
mitted, who to the ſame purpoſe, and in Imitation. of Ariſtophancz, gls os 75g -

How many of the ordinary ſort are of better Parts than the Rich, 
and of better Lives, and of better Bodily Health , gaining all. this. Ad- 


vantage, both to Body and Soul from their Poverty ?. 


I would further ask theſe Objectors, Whether Pear Children, of 
good, promiſing, Parts, ought not to be encouraged proportionably to their 
Deſerts? They, who think it enough to provide only what is juſt 
abſolutely neceſſary, for the Poor, and for all alike, are neither Ju, 
nor Charitable: Not Juſt, becauſe they allow. no more to the Welk. 
deſerving, than they do to the 1li-deſerving, or . Un-deſerving.: No» 
more to the Brisa and Ingenious, than to the Slothful aud Stupid: No 
more to the Good, than to the Bad. Nor are they truly Charitable 
to the Poor; in that they take a Courſe, as much as in them lies, 
not to mend their Condition, but to keep them always poor, and to 
make that a Lie unto them, which was but a-Circumſtance, by con- 
fining them to a State of meer Slavery: And, as if themſelves were 
of another Nature, allow no manner of difference among thoſe, . 
whom the Hand of God hath placed in a low Station, whatever 
Note of Eminence the ſame Hand has Impreſs'd upon them, or whats 
ever Graces, Merits and Kertwes ſhine in them. | | 
The Barbarous, Turks and Mabemetans. have a better Principte : 
among them, than this of our Narrow-ſoul'd Chriſtians: They-Houour - 


Vertue in the pooreſt Pet ſon: No Man, that eminently deſer ves, can 


miſs of Preferment with them: At leaſt, there, the Poor have as+ 
free an Acceſs to Promotion, as the Nich. But on the contrary, , 


the: 
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to the Promiſe and Providence of God. He Promiſes, of his * Good- 
neſs to 1 for the Poon; He ts a Father 'of the Fatherleſs, and a Judge 
of the Widow, God in bis Holy' Habitation, || He hath given Meat, and 
will ever give Neceſſaries, ro them that fear him. He will bleſs them 


- abundantly * in their Backets, and their Store; 0 promiſes, f that 
E 


their Seed ſhall be mighty upon Earth, and that the Heneration of the Up- 
right ſhall be Bleſſed. And again, ¶ For the Oppreſſion of the Poor, for 
the Sighing of the Needy; now will I ariſe , ſaith the Lord, 1 wi ſet 
him in ſafay. from him, that puſheth at him. | 
However theſe rigid Maſters have no ſuch tender Conſiderations 
for their Servants ; they make no Difference, 'whether they be Good, 
or Bad, or Towardly and Witty, or eminently Induſtrious and Ingenious, 
or Candid, and Humble, or of tender Complexion, they mind it not, 
but uſe all alike; nor will they give the moſt Hopeful and Docible 
any more, than to others of the ſame Degree. They ſhall have 
Food and Rayment, and that perhaps, if ſome might have their Will, 
but juſt enough for the meer Neceſſities of Nature ; they will Teach 
them tolerably to Write and Read, and with this ſmall Stock they 
ſhall preſently be ſent into the World, tho' in a far worſe Conditi- 
on, to poor, hard, laborious Trades, and many times to Mercileſs 
and Cruel Maſters: When perhaps their Abilities rather extended 


to the Univerſity, or their tender Bodies were uncapable of ſach 


Hardſhip. Men uſually deal more favourably with their Dog- or their 
Horſes, and according to their Worth, and Uſe, give them better 
and more liberal Allowance. I'm - ſure, they, who do thus, are 
very far from imitating the Goodneſs of God, who, || as the P/al- 
miſt ſays, Raiſeth up the Poor out of the Duſt, and lifteth the Needy ont 
of the Dunghil!; that he may ſet him with Princes, even with the Princes 
of his People. On the contrary, Thefe Men, after a few ſmall Drops 
of their Charity, ſend the Poor again to their former Duſt, and leave 
the Needy upon the Dunghill, that they may ſet them among Beggars, 
even the Refufe of the People. Nay , however their Charity may 
be beneficial to Some, they yet certainly Rob and Injure Orbers, whom 
they deprive of that more liberal Education and Allowance, of which 
as their own Good Parts made them moſt capable and worthy, ſo the 
Original Conſtitutions of the Hoſpital had allotted the ſaid Aduanta- 
es unto them, as well as to Others, their Predeceſſors. ” 
Alas! alas! It is well known, That God Almighty has dealt 
more plentifully and bountifully with them, or elſe they had never 
had ſuch Afuence. If they themſelves have miſt d of Learning, let 
'them be Content with their own Portion, and by no means Envy 


that to Others, who are capable of it, and for whom, without their 


Hindrance, it is provided. They ſhould, like Honeſt and 9 
8505 Jo 
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Patriots, Act, as in the fight of God, without Envy, or Partiality, 
or Niggardlineſs, diſpenſing their own Charity, as they pleaſe; but 
by no means attempting to divert the Streams of other Mens Charity, 
after their own Fancy, or Humor. 

The Rule of true Charity is, To be ready, as we have Opportunity, 
to do Good unto all Mtn: but eſpecially to thoſe, who are of the Houſhold 
of Faith: That is, to the Good, Vertuous, Religions and Well-deſer- 
ving*; and in all ſuch our Diſpenſations, to have a ſpecial Regard to 
the Glory of God, and to the Good of the Public: Not to condemn 
profitable Members to Poverty and Obſcurity; but to contribute to 
their Promotion ſo far, as to fix them in the Eye of the World; 
that their Vertues may be ſeen, and their Abilities employ'd.to a 
good purpoſe. | 

This was evidently the Deſign of King EDWARD VI. our 
Royal Founder, of Gracious Memory, and of other our excellent Be- 
nefattors, who concurr'd with Him, not to Erect a Bridewell : For 
then, Where are the Work- Houſes ? What is the Work ? What are 
the Trades Who are the Work-Maſters * Where, and what are 
the. Materials? None at all: On the contrary ; here are Writing- 
Schools, and Reading-Schools ;, here are Grammar-Schools, nay Muſick- 
Schools, and Mathematick-Schools Founded and Appointed ;z which is 
a plain Indication, that this Houſe was Originally deſign'd , for a 
more Noble Seminary, and as it were a Furnace, to melt down, and 
to new-mould the Sonsof decay'd Families, and to ſet them up again, 
in as good a plight as formerly. Have not we known many Alder- 
mens Sons, and Governors Kinſmen bred up here? Have not the 
Children of many Eminent Citizens, upon the Decay of their Pa- 
rents, found a Refuge here, and by God's Bleſſing a Reparation of 
their Ruines? And ſince Humane Affairs are ſo ſlippery, why may 
we not think, That ſome of thoſe, who now Goverz, may be in 
time Governed, in their Succeſſors? And, why may not ſome of thoſe, 
who are now Governed, by this liberal Education, and the Bleſſing 
of God thereon, arrive at length, to ſuch a Condition, as to becoine 
themſelves Governours and Benefattors to this Hoſpital ?. I doubt not, 
but there have been Examples of both kinds already, and there is 
no Reaſon, why we may not expect many more; unleſs the 7libera- 
lity of the preſent Age, do put a Check to the Forwardne/s of ſo many 
hopeful and ingenious Children. However we ſee, That it was 
the full intent of our Founder and firſt Benefactors, That Cirizens 
Children might, upon the Failure of their Families, have the ſame 
Advantages here, as otherwiſe they might have had, or expect ed, 


from their Natural Parents; _—_— that according to their n 
ra 
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ral Capacities, ſome ſhould be fitted for Merchandixe, ſome for 
Factoring and Navigation, ſome for Trades, and ſome for Univer- 
ſities, as their ſeveral Natures and. Diſpojitions ſhould encline them 


moſt. 
And theſe are the very Words of that Antient Book, * Call'd 


The Order of the Hoſpitali, That fuch of the Chtldzen, as 
be pꝛegnant, and very apt to Learning, be reſer⸗ 
ved and kept in the Gzammar-School, in hope of 

zeferment to the Untverſity ; where they may 

e Uertuouſly Educated, and in time become 
--——_ and Good Members in the Common- 

kale. 

But then it may be retorted, /f they intended ſo, why have they not 
leſt ſufficient ? This, in my Opinion, is an unhandſame Queſtion ;. 
to which I need only to make this Reply, That if our Anceſtors 
had Done all, We had had nothing to Do. They laid the Foundation

Or ſhall we conteſs them to be more Generous 
in their Charity, than our ſelves? J am aſham'd to infiſt on what 
muſt needs diſcever the Weakneſs of ſome among Us. But the Pa» 
fiſts never ceaſe caſting ſuch things in our Teeth, as a conſequence 
of our g their Doctrine of Merit; that we have therefore 


few conſiderable Monuments of our Charity to ſhew. Altho 1 
might anſwer quick aud true, That this very Foundation , than

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which there is hardly one more Noble (all things conſider d) in the 
whole Chriſtian World, was in a manner the very Firſt- Fruits of the 
Reformation, and a Work wholly proper to the Proteſtaze-, at leaſt 
as to the Contrivance and Deſignation, which had no other Mortal 
Author, than that Godly Toung King, directed and influencd by the 
Grace of God, and the Advice of his Holy Biſhops. It is Foreigu 
to my purpoſe, to mention other the like Fruits of the Reformazzon, 
as Suttor's — . in the Charter- Honſe, or Chartreux; the molt 
Glorious Foundations of King Charles the II. of Chelſey College and 
Greenwich, with his Mathematical Inſtitution here. For tho we 
own, That no Good Works of Man can be truly Meritor: with God, 
ex Condigno; or indeed ſo much as really Good, properly ſpeaking; 
yet we reckon, That a Good Tree is known by its Good Fruits; and 
that we cannot ſhew our Faith any way ſo well, as by our Works; 
that therefore we muſt heartily endeavour to perform all we can, tho 
never to Truſt in any thing we do; but after all, to acknowledge 
our ſelves «»profitable Servant: For if we neglect to do our Duty, 
to our Power, our Lord at the laſt Day will not only call us Uzpro- 
fitable, but Slothful, and even Wicked Servants alſo. Since then it is 
our Doll rine, let it alſo be our Praftice, to let our Light ſo ſhine bo- 
fore Men, that they, ſeeing our Good Works, may glovifie our Father, which 
* im Heaven, As our Reformed Church began with Charity, let us 
continue it, that we may ſhew our ſelves both true Sons of the Church, 
and alſo Sons of God. | 
However ſome, that call themſclves Proteſt ante, ſtill urge, That 

their Predeceffors have not left ſufficient. This is not ſpoken from 
any good Principle, I donbt. You ſay, We have not enough to keep 
and maintain Us, as Scholars in the Umverfity : 1 ſhould thi k, you 
Tpake honeſtly, if you gave us more. 4 
Tam ſure, there has been in Her. for ſome Years, enough for 
fox or ſeven at a time, to be ma tain d at the Univerſty; ot how- 
ever, there has been ſome Additional Proviſion, by Means and Me- 
 thods found out by the Wiſdom of the Governours, ſo as to:anſwer all 
Occaſions, as to the Maintenance of ſo many; tho? there ſeldom 
happen ſo many to be at one time in their Pay. However, 1 pray, 
Let that remain, that has been applyed this way alreaty, and becauſe there 
i not quite enough, let not therefore all be taken away : For this is neither 
Fur Play, nor good Logick. We might as well argue, Becauſe che 
| Magiſtrate ij not able to look to the due Execution of all Laws; therefore, 
tr What veed of any Laws?

One 
would be apt to ſuſpect, that ſuch Objectian, proceed from thoſe, 
who are no great Friends either to Learning, or to the Church. But 
becauſe many well-meaning. Minds may be ſometimes. miſlead for 
want of Judgment, or due Attention, by the falſe and ly Inſinuations 
of ill-diſpoſed People, I ſhall not much inſiſt on that point at this 
time, but endeavour to ſatisfie any Honeſt Man, who makes uſe of 
this Objection; knowing, that Others will never be ſatisfy'd without 
the Ruine and Downfall both of the Univerſities and the Church too: 
Which yet, I am ſure, the longeſt Liver of them all will never ſee ; 
for Learning can never want her Advocates, while Men have Rea- 
ſon; and God himſelf has promiſed, That againſt his. Church, the 
Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail. = | 

Well then, we'll grant, That already there are too many Scholars: 
It is well, There are not too few. But now, if all ſhould be of the Ob- 
jector's Mind, by ſtopping the Fountain Head, the Streams would ſoon 
be dried up, and fo ſhortly, there would be no Scholars either ia 
Church or State; and then, how bravely Religion would be Taught, 
and the Laws Executed, and Atheiſm , and Socinianiſm , and Deiſm, 
and Hereſie, and Schiſm be ' Convitted , and Reaſon, and: Morality be 
Maintain d; we may eaſiy gueſs, from the great Abilities and Lei- 
ſure, that Mechanics have already. They can hardly, however 
not freely, afford time for Prayer, and other Domeſtick Duties, or 
ro go to Church; which makes them ſuch indifferent Friends either 
to Præyers, or the Church; and all this, becauſe of the great buſi- 
neſs of their Trade, and the Encumbranceſ, and Cares of Life, And 
if to all this, they were to add the Buſineſs of Preaching, and Teach- 
ing, and performing the other Offices, now in the Hands of Scha- 


lars, they would find as much Leiſure 2 I warrant you, for theſe

things, as they have Natural Ability; for as for Artificial Acquire- 


.ments, Which is Learning, by their own Rule they muſt have None. 
Soyye ſee, to what End this Ohjectian tends, even to the Deſtruction

knew any quite deſtitute, Why then do they decline to ſend more ? 
Is it becauſe hitherto they have been able to afford them leſs Provi- 
ſion than Others? No ſuch matter : As for my time, Two of us 
went together from Chriſt's Hoſpital School to the Univerſity : There 
we both liv'd, till we commenc'd Maſters in Arts, as creditably, as 
thoſe of the better ſort; many were much beneath us in allowance. 
We had full Thirty Pounds per Annum from Firſt to Laſt, beſide an 
handſome Conſideration for the extraordinary Charges of both De- 


grees, viz, B. A. and M. A. Since my time, I hear indeed, The 


Allowance has been contracted, I ſuppoſe, by thoſe Counſels, which 
enclin'd to take it wholly away. But is it true, That ſo notable a 


Society can no longer afford to maintain One, or Two at a time, in 


either Univerſity, as well at leaſt, as ſome poor Par/ons or Tradeſmen, 


that make a ſhift to maintain ſome One, or More of their Children 
at the Univerſity ? Yet God, we ſee, provides for them, as alſo for 


us; and at laſt is pleaſed to raiſe ſome of thoſe poor Scholars, above 


many Rich and Great Men's Sons, in point of Learning, Induſtry and 


Honeſty, and ſometimes in Preferment alſo; tho' that Matter, we 


know, is too often now a- days carried by Favour and Intereſt. 


Now of Clergy-Men, every year Hindreds die, and every Age 


Thouſands, not to ſay , That many Toung Scholars die too: If there- 


fore there were not perpetual Seminaries of Touth, as well Poor, as 


Rich, How ſhould their Places be ſucceſſively ſupply'd ? There is a 


great difference of Places, as well as of Men's Parts : We cannot all 


be Dignify'd Men, nor indeed can we all have Abilities alike. Much 


Honeſty and Modeſty will qualify a little Leqrning, and are more 
uſeful in the Church of God, than Great Learning with ſmall Honeſty 


Co 


or Piety: Therefore neither is that a ſufficient Objection, that the 


Scholars are not extraordinary. Heavy Parts, with Diligence and In- 


duſtry, will proceed with more probability of Szcce/s, than far 


brisker Parts joyn'd with Opiniatry, Debauchery, Neglect and Securi- 


ty.; as we may learn from the Fable of the Sail, that by double 


Diligence conquer'd the conceited Hare at a Race. 
But it is further Objected, That the Hoſpital hath not Beefices, 
wherewithal to endow theſe their Scholars, when they have com- 


menc'd Maſters. This Objechion is of no more weight, than any of 


the farmer, nor perhaps any thing more ſincere: For ſome of their 
Children have been, are, and may be;Fellows of Colleges; nay, in time, 
Maſters and Profeſſors : Some Rettors and Curates, ſome: Chaplains to 
Noble Men, or others; Some School. Masters, and the Tike ;, fo that 


they do not often ſtand in abſòlute need of any further Proviſi Al 
from the Houſe.” And yet, as have been igformed, ther, are, 8 
»'s N * 7 0 "EL > bf 
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veral Benefices in the Gift of the Haſpital it ſelf; Originally, no 
doubt, deſign'd for Young Men of the Foundation : They, who ali- 
enate thetn, and give them to Strangers, let them anſwer it before 
God. (for that they muſt do) I accuſe None. 

It is certaln, That ſeveral well-diſpoſed Perſons have given Good 
Livings to the Hoſpital, to preſent therewith Children of their own 
Education: However, to the Shame and Scandal of Religion, and 
Common Honeſty , ſome Governours have ſo far forgot their Duty, as 


to make uſe of their /ntereft on behalf of Strangers, whereby they 


have prevail'd to obtain theſe very Livings for Ki7ſmen of their 
own; when at the ſame time, there have been Scholars of the Foun- 
dation every way more fit and qualify'd for the ſame. Let ſuch Men 
Have a care, That, while they ſhew neither Mercy, nor Juſtice to 
others, they exclude not themſelves from the Mercy of God, and in- 
'curr dis heavy Indignation and Judgments, Belide all this, Some 
have given Legacies, perpetual Annuities, and other Donations, and 
Exhibitions to the 2 to this very end, v:z. for the Educati- 
on of Scholars, ſuch as my Lady Ramſey, and Eraſmus Smith, Eſq; 
who, I think, ſome years ſince, gave about 100 l. per Annum in per- 
N that uſe: Beſides, He built the preſent Grammar-Schoal, 
Wh e reſt of that Building, and alſo the Counting Houſe ; with 
Tuadry other Benefactions, of which 1 have had no particular In- 
formation. | |

Mines, and Fiſbery, and thè continual Mending aud Repairing of 
Roads and High-ways, and the like. I approve highly of Spinning, 
E aud Carding, and Weaving, and of every thing, which 
is for the full Employment of the Poor, and the Benefit of the Publick : 
But all Work is not fit for all Perſons, nor Munifattire Trades for 
all Conditions, or Conſtitutions. They are all proper in their ſeve-

Doctrine of the Church of England, as the Ovrrſeers will anſwer it 
at the laſt Bay.
